Government’s proposals are theoreti- 
cally reasonable but could be highly 
invidicus in practice, Not all of the 
Colons's landlords are mercilessly 
avaricious; many are virtually receiving 
no return today on pre-war investment 
property.

This Patrol Is A 
“Harry Lime” Relic 


By RITCHIE McEWEN 


VIENNA. 

as International Patrol 

is one of the curiosities 

of Vienna, and a reminder 

of the times when ‘Allied 

Occupation” had some mean- 
ing. 

While High Commis- 
sioners wrangle at Allied 
Councid meetings, and East 
and West hurl accusations 
and denials at each other 
across the table at regular 
fortnightly intervals, the 
members of the six-year-old 
International Patrol eat and 
work together in harmony 
and friendliness. 


The patrol was formed in 
1945 to deal with incidents 
involving soldiers of the 
fonr occupation Powers, and 
in the heyday of Harry Lime 
it was kept busy, often 
dealing with a dozen cases 
a day. 


Nowadays, except for an 
occasional drunken brawl in 
a Casthaus, or a traffic 
accident, there is little else 
for the mobile patrols to do 
except drive slowly and 
solemnly round the city, 
looking very dignified, a 
last symbol of four-Power 
co-operation in the Third 
Man city. 


Smart Turnout 


The British members of 
the patrol. hold the lowest 
rank in their own Army of 
any of the four contingents. 
They are all jance-corporals 
drawn from the R.MP. 
stationed in Vienna, but 
they make up for their 
single stripe by the striking 
colour of their red cap covers 
and their impeccable turn- 
out. 


The American members 
are mostly full corporals and 
the French gendarmerie 
sergeants. The Russians— 
dressed in well-cut olive 
brown uniforms and jack- 
boots—do not wear any 
rank insignia and like to 
a “incognito,” their 
real Russian Army ran 
being anything .. from 
sergeant to full lieutenant. 


Each mobile unlt of the patrol 
is made up of ene member from 
each of the Four Powers, wearing 
the special metal arfnband of the 
International Patrol on their left 
arms, and they ride in an open 
US. Army Command car equip- 
ped with radio, both It and the 
car ‘velng operated by the 
American member, 


y day there aré five of these 
mobile patrols, ;One: is per- 
manently'on. “standby” “bt the 
Internutional Patrot-headquarters 
in. the former AustrlanPalacé of 
Justice, while the others patrol 
the city, one. to-each of the four 
sectors. ocoupled by the Britlih, 
A Ruislatis:

Ail four members of the mobile 
unit have equal authority, but 
the member belonging to the 
country whose sector of the clty 
the patrol is in takes charge of 
all incidents and chooses the 
route to be followed. 


For instance, if the Russian 
member sees someone taking a 
snapshot of the patrol while in 
the British rector, he cannot con- 
fiscate the film himself, but must 
ask the British N.C.O. to do this. 


The Russians are very “camera 
shy," and a:e touchy about 
“Russian military installations” 
being photographed. A Russian 
soldier is considered a “military 
installation.” 


‘Pidgin’ German 


On the othe- hand, if the patrol 
is called in to deg) with an 
obstreperous Russian soldier in 
any of the four sectors, the 
Russian member deals with the 
“tncident" alone, the other three 
taking no part In the proceedings 
unless called upon dy the 
Russian 


This arrangement works very 
well, and there is rarely any 
friction. “Pidgin German” ts the 
international language of the 
patro! members, but {f there 13 
any aifficuity, each Power 
employs a civilian interpreter 4t 
heacquarters to help sut. 


The appearance of the Inter- 
national Patrol cars on the 
Vienna streets, their occupants 
sitting bolt upright and aloof, 
with the four little flags of the 
Powers fluttering gaily on the 
bonnet, is a familiar sight to the 
Viennese, and a constant re- 
minder of the hated occupation. 

To the foreign visitor the patrol 
is a novelty, and the temptation 
to take snapshots with the family 
camera is irresistible. But don’t 
do {t, unless you have a quick 
“getaway,” or you may become 
an “incident.”

A Menace 


GENERAL VAN FLEETS 
ASSESSMENT 


Somewhere in Korea, Jan. 6. 
General James A. Van Fleet said today that 


guerillas in Southwest 


Korea are not strong enough to threaten any 

armistice agreement made at Pan Mun Jom. 
“They (the Communists) don’t have much to 

build on here in the south,” the Eighth Army Com- 


Gen. Van Fleet said “any Communist move- 
ment during an armistice will be suppressed.” 
i “They are people who would rather Jead that 


‘ kind of life, live in the hills rather than surrender,” 
| he said. “They were a little more than the police 
| could handle, so the ROK Army had to step in.” 


Gen. Van Fleet flew here from 
; Seoul today to help President 
i Syngman Rhee of South Korea 
| dedicate the new Korean Army 
tralning centre. The centre, one 
of the general's favourite pro- 
; jects, can handle 14,000 soldiers 
and has schools for teaching in- 
' fantcy, artillery and tank war- 
' fare. 
"We shall expect to train here 
, many thousands so that your 
‘army will continue to improve,” 
Gen. Van Fleet told several 
thousand Korean soldiers and 
_civilians massed on the parade 
ground. 

“We have to give Korea what 
it takes to defend itself against 
North Korea,” ne said. “The 
South Korean army of 1950 is 
nething in comparison te what 
we have today-—in size, training 
and weapons.” 

ROK troops started their 
‘Jotest anti-guerilia campaign 
early in December, The gov- 
‘ernment claims it has accounted 
for about 10,000 guerillas since 
then, more than half of them 
‘kifled and 4,000 in prison 
{ stockade. 

The Inchon landing in Sep- 
tember 1950 stranded several 
thousand North Korean troops 
in the southeastern mountains. 
Ever since then the guerillas 
have operated from mountain 
strongholds and pecked away at 
ROK troops in the area. — As- 
sociated Press.
